This little booklet announces the ninth session of Newton 
County Agricultural High School This school has made 
splendid progress during the eight years of its history and 
we do not fee! that we would do the school and the many 
splendid boys and girls of Newton county justice, in view of 
the knowledge of the rapid progress being made in Missis¬ 
sippi to day, unless we should expect additional progress to 
toe made during the next year. 

It is with pride that we announce the erection of a new 
administration building and the separation of the Agricul¬ 
tural High School from the town school. The authorities of 
the Agricultural High School wish to herein express their 
sincere appreciation to the town authorities for their kind¬ 
ness in permitting the use of their building until the A* H + S, 
could have a building of its own. And now, since each 
school is to have its own administration building* we feel 
sure that each school can do more eflicienl work and that 
the boys and girls of both the town school and the A. H. S, 
will get better service for the money expended on the schools. 

In this booklet we shall attempt to outline the general 
policy of the school and give information that should be in 
the hands of each student of the school and any others who 
are directly interested. The faculty and the board of trus¬ 
tees earnestly desiro and solicit n continuation of the conn- 
deuce, co-operation, and patronage of the people of the 
county. 

To Pupils and Patrons from Other Counties, we wish to 
say that we appreciate their patronage and want to accomo¬ 
date as many as possible. However, we fuel that our first 
obligation is to Newton county hoys and girls, and. if any 
have to be denied admittance because of lack of room, it will 
be students from other counties. In order to be fair to all 
who want to come. Application Blanks for room reservation 
wit! be sent to any who request them. Students who wish 
room reservation will fill out these blanks and mail them to 
the superintendent. They will be filed in order of their re¬ 
ceipt. However no reservation will be made for new stu¬ 
dents from other counties until August to. After August i5 r 
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if all rooms are not taken by Newton county students and 

old students from other counties, then new students Horn 
other counties will be given reservations in the order m 
which they are received.

A Matriculation Fee of $4 will bo required of each stu¬ 
dent upon entering to help defray the incidental expenses of 
the school 

In addition to the above, each board student wiR be re- 
quin'd lu make a “safety deposit 11 of $14 from which to pay 
the first month's board. At Hie beginning of each school 
month a suillcicnt amount will be paid (the cost of board 
the preceding month) to bring the amount back up to $14. 
In other words, the amount on deposit at the beginning of 
each school mouth will be kept at $14. At Ihe end of the 
last month of school, or at the end of any month a student 
might have to withdraw from school, the balance will bs 
refunded to student This is done to protect all boarders 
from any loss lhat might otherwise be incurred by a student 
withdrawing from school with any board unpaid. The 
Boarding Department will be run on tho co-operative plan 
and each student and teacher win get board at actual cost. 

I (km entering or enrolling, each student must sign a 
statement promising to obey all Hides and Regulations of the 
school. 


BUILDINGS AMI LAND, 

There art' three main buddings—the Administration 
Building, a Girls' Dormitory, and a Boys 1 Dormitory. These 
are of brick and have modern conveniences, such as steam 
heat, electric lights, etc. 

Besides Ihe school plant proper, the school ow r ri$ land 
which, although not yet a model farm by any means, will be 
used a- a commercial proposition for the school and will 
give a suitable opportunity for the boys to get some prac¬ 
tical experience in farm work and farm management under 
competent supervision. 

There is a lot of improvements needed about the school 
and on the farm, and as time passes these will he done and 
the boys will be given an opportunity to do as much as pos- 
ible of this in order to give the experience and also help 
them financially. 
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MORAL AND RELIGIOUS INFLUENCES. 

Since no education is complete unless the heart is also 
tiaincd we see to it that sufficient moral and religious <n- 
thrown about students to proper* Mram them 
along this line. All students are expected to attend some 
Sunday school and church service each Sunday unless ex¬ 
cused from so doing for sufficient reason. 

A short devotional exercise will be held in the school 
auditorium each school morning and all students and teach-

order of the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A., all students have an 
opportunity to enjoy as well as to cultivate definite moral 
and religious standards. 


LITER.V RY Si K J KITES. 

All students arc members of one of the literary societies 
in which students are trained to read, recite, debate, and to 
organise and conduct a meeting properly. 

The ulfairs of the societies are run by the students, 
members of the faculty acting only in an advisory capacity. 
These societies meet separately once a week and jointly about 
once a month upon permission of the Superintendent. 


SOCIAL I .IKE. 

In keeping with the custom m practically all boarding 
sc!.. wo have regulations agamst hoys and girls associat¬ 

ing tim.-lhcr at will, except a lhe> may be thrown together 
in chi • In the presence of mmTier*. At times however, 
upon m'ommendatioh of the family social committee and 
permit i»u from the superintendent, these regulations may 
sir-pci«lod and the student r.ve.i opportunity for friendly 
association under efficient chape milage.

SICKNESS. 

No medical fees are charged and nu school physicians 
ure employed. When u physician is needed, one of the phy¬ 
sicians uf Decatur is culled, unless parents prefer one from 
elsewhere and so request In? fore hand. Those physicians 
make a reasonable charge lor their services and bills for 
such services are due at the >anio time as board hills. 

In rase of serious sickness llie parents or guardians are 
notified and they are expected, to conn* and nurse the sick 
person!or tend a nurse. 

Ail possible precaution is Idken in safeguard against any 
infectious or contagious disease.

Since each room is furnished with bedstead, mattress, 
chairs* dresser, lights, and table, each boarder should bring 
pillow, bed linen and cover, toweU and other toilet articles, 
and anything else desired to improve the appearance of the 
rooms. Sash curtains and bedspreads will add to the ap¬ 
pearance of the room. 


LIBNAItV 

The school maintains u splendid library in which will he 
found reference books and bulletins for the work in each 
department, newspapers and magazines. Library periods will 
be arranged and each student will be expected to spend at 
least one period each day in the library. 
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ATHLETICS* 

It is a proven fact that i4 all work and no play makes 
Jack a dull boy;' hence a reasonable amount of play and 
athletics will be encouraged. Football, basket ball, baseball, 
tennis, volley ball, croquet, etc*, will help pass off the idle 
hours* 


AMUSEMENTS. 

Not only will play be encouraged, but a reasonable 
amount of amusements in the way of tyceums, musical en¬ 
tertainments, clean picture shows, etc* These will ho under 
the supervision of members of the faculty and pupils wilt he 
admitted at a reduced price. 


TUITION. 

No tuition will be charged to Newton county students, 
but students from other counties will pay a tuition of $Z a 
month, or $15 for the entire session if paid at the first of Iho 
session. Tuition, if paid by the month, is due at beginning 
of each month* 


MUSIC, 

We believe that all will agree that no home is quite 
complete without some kind of music* Hence we shall offer 
as heretofore Instruction in Piano music. A tuition of $4 a 
month* payable at beginning of each month by those who 
desire to take, will be charged for Ibis instruction. 


EXPRESSION. 

Instruction in Expression will be offered and a tuition 
charge of $4 a month* payable at the beginning of each 
month, will lie made for this instruction, for those who de¬ 
sire this work. 


BOARDING DEPARTMENT. 

The boarding department is run on the co-operative 
plan and each student and teacher pays his or her part of 
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the cost or running the department each month. All board¬ 
ing students and teachers take meals in the dormitory dining 
room and the fare uf ail is the same. 

At the end <d each month tin- h»fcal cost oT operating Ihe 
department is divided by the average number of boarders to 
determine the average cost to win All groceries and other 
supplies are bought at wholesale prices, supplies from the 
farm and garden are furnished at actual rust of production, 
this coupled with the fart that each student is required by 
law to do a few hours work each week, makes board in the 
Agricultural High School cost less than in most any other 
kind of hoarding school- The cost of board includes table 
fare, heat, lights, water, and rooms* The average cost of 
board last session was about $10 a month. 

In order they be assured that every boarder a> well as 
the Boarding Department is safeguarded against anyone 
leaving the school with a balfiinm due on hoard, each hoarder 
is required when enrolling to imikr a >ah iv deiusil of *U, 
ami at Hie beginning of each month a sullleienf amount must 
be deposited to bring the amount on deposit back up to SI b 
Of course Lhc amoun! to be paid in will usually be the cost 
of board ihe preceding month. 

Board and all oilier clump - are due at the beginning of 
each month of four weeks or *N days. If board is not paid 
when due a flat rat* of 25. ecuI- a meal is charged until the 
balance on deposit m used up, when, if satisfactory arrange¬ 
ment is nr it made for payment u will be necessary Lo dis¬ 
miss such student from school. Each student will get his 
hoard statement on Friday tit Ihe month-end and board is 
due on the following Monday. Hu regulation will be strict¬ 
ly adhered to, not for the pur post* of being hard on anyone, 
put lor I tie purpose of protect mu everyone concerned,

EXTENSION WORK. 

The Agricultural High School wishes to be of the great¬ 
est possible help, not only to the students of the school* but 
also to any and all the people of Ihe county* Any member 
of the faculty stands ready to render any assistance possible 
where desired. 

We are glad to be able lo work in co-operation with the 
farm demonstrator along these lines. We invite the farmers 
to visit with our agriculturist, and the women to visit with 
our home economics teacher. An exchange of ideas, and ex¬ 
periences might prove helpful to nil concerned. 

If you have an orchard to prune and spray, land to ter¬ 
race, or anything along these lines, call on ns, otic agricul¬ 
turist will be glad fo take some boys and assist. The only 
expense to the owner will be Hie actual cost of doing the 
work. 


EXAMINATIONS AND QUIZZES 

Two written examinations will bo held during the ses¬ 
sion—the first during the last three days of Ihe fourth 
month; the second, during the last three days of the eighth 
month. Written quizzes will lie given once a month, on next 
to the last day of the school mouth. 

To make up the grade for each month, the grade made 
on the quiz will be averaged with the average daily grade* 
The grade* for each semester will bo made by averaging the 
semester examination grade with Hie average monthly grade* 
To make up Ihe session grade, the two semester grades will 
be averaged together. 


REPORTS. 

Monthly reports will he given to students, showing 
grades on each subject, deportment, etc. Parents who wish 
to keep up with Hie progress of their boy or girl will see 
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these at the end of each month. These reports will be given 
out on Friday just before students start for their month-end 
visit home. 


HONORS AND EXEMPTIONS. 

HONOR ROLL —Will he made up each month of students 
who make u general average of 90 or snore with no subject 
average below 75, and who have no demerits* 

EXEMPTIONS— Student# who make an average grade on 
a subject of 06 p aiul who has no demerits, will be exempt 
from taking the quiz for that mouth. Students who make 
the HONOR ROLL for the four successive months of the 
semester will he exempt from taking examination on the 
subjects on winch the average grade was 90 or more. 


PROMOTIONS 

To be classed as a Sophomore a student should have 
lour units of standard high school work to his credit, to be 
classed us a Junior, eight units, and to be classed as a Senior, 
twelve units. However, a student may be conditioned on one 
subject, that is, ho may be classed as a Sophomore with 
three units, a Junior with seven units, or a Senior with 
eleven units, and make up the extra unit by taking an extra 
subject during one of the years. 

Students will be promoted on a subject when the aver¬ 
age grade for the year is 70 or more. No examination grade 
will be accepted that is less than 50. 


COLLEGE AI FILIATION. 

Newton County Agricultural High School is on the State 
Accredited List, which means that graduates of this school 
will In- admitted to the Freshman class in any of the col¬ 
leges of fhe state upon ceBiflnih* of the superintendent and 
will not be required to take rut run ee examinations. 


KBQlIHEMENT8 FOR 4JR,IDEATION. 

'IT ....valent of four full yum or standard high school 

work, or a minimum of Id unit , of standard high school 
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work, is required for graduation from the Agricultural High 
School, with no less than two units from any department 
{A unit is the work accomplished on a subject with five 
45-minute recitations per week during the session of at least 
32 weeks). No pupil will be graduated who has not had at 
least two years work in Agriculture or Home Economics, one 
year of which was done in an Agricultural High School. 

Each senior before graduation must prepare an original 
Thesis on some subject studied during the course in school, 
or it may be on some other subject of public interest Each 
Thesis will he done under the personal direction of a mem¬ 
ber of the faculty, and subject to the final approval of the 
superintendent The valedictorian and satutatorian will be 
excused from writing this Thesis. 


VALEDICTORIAN AND SALUTATOHIAN. 

The member of the senior class who has made the best 
record during his or her Sophomore, Junior, and Senior years 
in the Agricultural High School will be selected by the fac¬ 
ulty as valedictorian and the second best will he the saluta- 
toriaxt Provided, a student who has been in this school only 
during his or her Junior and Senior years and made grades 
five per cent above any other shall be the valedictorian or 
sat uta tori an. 

In lieu of the Senior thesis, the valedictorian will pre¬ 
pare an original oration on some approved subject. The 
salutatorian will prepare an original essay. These are to 
be delivered either on class night or during the graduation 
exercises, 


PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

By u Jaw passed by the legislature, graduates of the 
Agricultural High School who have had two units in educa¬ 
tion may have I heir diplomas validated as licenses to teach 
in the public schools provided they take a prescribed course 
in one of the summer normals during the summer immedi¬ 
ately following graduation. 

In order to enable prospective teachers to lake advan¬ 
tage of this opportunity of studying the elementary prin- 
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cipVes of teaching and get. license without laking the regular 
teachers’ examinations, courses will !»«■ offered for third ami 
fourth year students. 


MONTH-ENO VISITS. 

The board of trustees and the faculty do not want to 
unnecessarily interfere with visiting by pupils and teachers, 
but experience tins proven that fr*’uucnt visiting by students 
and teachers interferes with their best school work. As a 
general rule the 'Indent or tear her who does not visit away 
from tin 1 school oftener than once a month does much better 
school work than those who visit oftener. 

It has therefore been decider! that it is for the best in¬ 
terest oT the students and the school Unit all boarding stu¬ 
dents visit home folks at the end of the month of four 
weeks and not at any other times unless it is shown t.. the 
superintendent 1“ he absolutely necessary. l*ocal -indents 
will t„. expected not to visit nor encage in parties that inter¬ 
fere with their best school work, exi-cpi during these niomti- 
euds. Parents are earnestly |r*kpie“teil to co-operate iti this 
matter for the beat interest oj I lieu* children .School will 
be dismissed at. the end of each month on Friday afternoon 
until Monday morning, thus givins nil a chance of spending 
two days each month with home folks. Permission may be 
granled by the auperintendem lor visiting other than homo 
folks during these monlh-en(l', provided written or personal 
requests are received from tie* parent several days in ad¬ 
vance of the time to leave tin* school. 

Sumo advantages of sue! uu arrangement are as follows: 
Parent , us well as stude knmv when to expect these 
visits uni I may dismiss thorn from their minds at other 
times; this being the end of 'tile hoard month, students may 
carry thru 1 hoard bills home mid ('►* ready lo sellle them on 

their return on Monday; Teachm .ay have an opportunity 

to rrd mid visit, which would he practically denied them 
othei’w i 1 mid possibly best of nil* the association of stu¬ 
dent- nnd iemhers m the Hirer week ends at the school, 
if properly lined, are worth a areal dent in the student's 

training 1 for life. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

Our one rule is DO RIGHT. If each student try8 to 
obey this rule, no other will be necessary. Real discipline 
is secured by so training boys and girls to make all duties, 
whether in the school room or on the outside, as a pleasure 
rather than as a task. We desire that students not only act 
correctly but that they think correctly. They have the pow¬ 
er of self-control which requires development; they should 
be trained to do right, not from fear of punishment, but from 
a sense of duty. 

Every student is put on Ids or her honor upon entering 
school. Every hoy is given to understand that he is a gen¬ 
tleman and every girl a lady* A form of self-government 
will he instituted and students will be given mi opportunity 
to practically govern t hem selves. 

Rules and regulations will he made from Lime to time 
as needed, but below are a few regulations lUal each one 
would do well to keep in mind as a general guide of conduct: 

i. Except at regular stated times, students should not 
leave school premises without periiiision. 

2 Each student is require^ to attend Sunday school and 
church services each Sunday, and each will he graded on 
attendance, 

3, There must be no loafing on the streets by students* 

L There must bo ru> calling nor parties during l ha 
school week by students without permission from the su¬ 
perintendent. 

5. Each student must be inf his or her room at nights. 

6. Smoking of cigarettes will not be allowed, neither 
will other forms of smoking be allowed when the parent 
r eg islers t >bj ection. 

?. All students who hoard must board in the dormitory 
unless permission is Aris! obtained from the superintendent 
and hoard of trustees to board elsewhere. 

Failure to comply with these regulations and any others 
that may be made from time to time by the faculty will 
necessitate punishment and in extreme rases expulsion from 

school* 

A system of reports and demerits will be in operation 
for ad offenses against decency and good order, Each of- 
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fense calls for puuishin&ut aiui 100 dgrncrits will automati¬ 
cally suspend a student from school 

Each absence from class will count five oft the grade 
for the class missed unless the work missed is made up 
Each unexcused absence will count one demerit and every 
five unexcused tardies will count one demerit Each demerit 
will count five off deportment grade and each unexcused 
tardy will count one oil deportment. 

During the school session, the school work is the ex¬ 
clusive business of each student and all which tends to de- 
tract Irom the school work will be discouraged. To this end 
we earnestly solicit the co-operation of every parent and 
other friends of education. 


EXPENSES, 

A matriculation fee of will be collected from each 
student when enrolling, 

rSo tuition is charged to Newton county students, but 
students from other counties will pay $2 a month tuition at 
beginning of each month, or $i5 for entire session if paid 
when enrolling. 

Board will be at actual cost or about an average of $10 
a month. 

Books will be bought at the depository in town for cash 
and tho cost to each student w ill be between $5 and $10. 
Students may be able to secure the books second hand from 
students who finished a grade last session. Before buying it 
wdl be well to make sure just what books you need by 
studying tin* list of books shown in the Course of Study in 
tins catalog for the grade you will enter, 

A washing and pressing room will be provided i n each 
dormitory so students who wish may do their own laundry 
work. However, washing may W hired at from 25 cents to 
$1 a week near the school.

COL USE OF STUDY, 

The Course of Study is so arranged as to extend through 
a period of four years, and to cover a range and extent of 
subject matter so organized that |he required studies, taken 
in connection with the elective studies, shall he equivalent 
to at least 16 units of work. (A unit is the time and work 
on a subject requiring the equivalent of five forty-five 
minute recitations per week for at least thirty-two weeks). 
Four subjects is the regular number for each student each 
year, but students who are especially bright and make high 
grades may be allowed to take an additional subject in their 
third and fourth years. Each student is required to study 
spelling each year or until he or she can show themselves 
efficient in this study.

ELECTIVE SUBJECTS— If students of the third and 
fourth years have not hud all subjects in the preceding 
grades, they must elect the subjects they have not had.

For instance, if a boy expects to farm or do agricultural 
work, he would elect Agriculture; if a student expects to 
teach, he would elect two years of Education; if he expects 
to be an engineer, he would likely need to elect two more 
years of Mathematics, etc. 

The following are subjects that may tie elected during 
the third and fourth years: 

Agriculture, Home Economics, Algebra, Solid Geometry, 
Education, Ancient History; Physics, Bookkeeping, Latin. 

No subject will count toward graduation unless at least 
two years work is taken in that department 

Credit will be allowed far work done in other standard 
high schools approved by (he State Department of Education 
as a one, two, three, or four year high school. 

Every student must take Agriculture or Home Economics 
who has nut already had at lca*t two years in such subjects, 
one year of which has been in an Agricultural High School.
